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Section II 

Answer Change Voids/Flags for Schools 


Answer change analysis is a data forensic technique designed to detect possible tampering with student answer sheets through an examination of excessive 
wrong-to-right answer changes. Tests were voided for school accountability where statistical analyses determined the number of wrong-to-right answer changes 
was improbable (i.e. < =1 in 10,000 chance). Students who had an improbable number of answer changes but did not meet the void criteria were also flagged for 
informational purposes. By district and school, the tables below show how many tests were voided or flagged for school accountability.
